The statistical bureau of the treasury 
department could not accomplish what was 
needed and It was a deplorable fact that the 
portion of the people who did not work knew 
llttlo of the condition of that large portion 
which toiled. 


Young had no doubt that when the report 


Of this dlscusslen went out to the country tbe 
laboring classes would be startled at tbe dis- 
covery that they had so many ardent friends 
on this floor. The tone »"d temper of the 
house h«d not seemed so friendly a we*t ago 
when the committee on public buildings had 
brought In a number of bills, the effect of 
which would have boon to confer on laboring 
men more practical good than would ever be 
accomplished by measures coming from the 
committed on labor. Thousands of Idtn men 
and willing workers would have been given 
profitable employment.

attending each trial in which the accused shall deny the charge 
against him, one dollar for each day; for serving venire on 
each Juror, twenty-five cents, The fees in this section pre- 
scribed, together with the fee allowed the City Attorney, as 
specified in section 7 of this Ordinance, shall be taxed with the 
costs in each case, and,collected as in other cases; but in no 
case shall the City Marshal receive any fees as above stated, 
unless the same are collected from the defendant. For' all 
other services rendered by the City Marshal he shall receive 
such compensation as the City Council may determine, payable 
out of the city treasury in monthly installments. 


SEC. 17. Jurors shall receive two dollars each for each 


lays attendance upon any case tried under the ordinances of 
the city, and witnesses shall receive one dollar and fifty cents 
each for each day's attendance upon any case so tried, and ten

days prior to the day of election, designate one place in each 
vard for holding the election, 'and shall also appoint three 
electors in each ward to act as judges of election in the wards 
tvherein they, arc respectively appointed; and said judges shall 
lold their offices for the term of one year, and until their suc- 
cessors are appointed. 


SEC. 4. Such judges of election'shall act as a board of 


registry, and shall proceed with and perfe.ct the registration of 
voters of their respective wards in all respects as is now or 
nay be hereafter provided by the laws of Colorado. 


SEC. 5. The qualifications of electors, and the mode of 


voting and conducting elections, rctuining, canvassing, and 
Jcclaring /the vote, shall be as prescribed by law. 


SEC. 6. Judges of election shall receive the sum of two 


dollars and fifty cents per day each fortiieir services.
